2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. The originally filed Claim 1 , drawn to an ice bagging apparatus, classified 
in class 141, subclass 313. 

II. Claims 2-8, drawn to a method of supplying bagged ice, classified in class 
141, subclass 94. 

III. Claims 9-14, drawn to a bag, classified in class 206, subclass 459.5. 

IV. Claims 20-30, drawn to a method for identifying a bag, classified in class 
206, subclass 459.5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially 
different apparatus such as an apparatus with a valved hopper and a holder for holding 
the bag underneath the hopper and not requiring the slider box arrangement called for 
in original claim 1. 

4. Inventions I, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate 
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utility such as usage without an indicia reading machine. As claimed the bag filling 
apparatus does not require and will operate fine without any means or system for 
identifying the bag. Alternately, groups III and IV can be used with an entirely different 
and unrelated filling apparatus such as an apparatus with a valved hopper and a holder 
for holding the bag underneath the hopper and not requiring the slider box arrangement 
called for in original claim 1. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 2-30 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP §
